Once the Landing of their Majeſties Forces, under the Command of his Gracethe 
1) Dukeof Schomverg in Ireland, almolt the whole Province of U/fter, and part 
pf Connought, have been effectually Subdu'd and brought ro Submiſſion, the only 
place remaining Obſtinate and Unconquer'd, being the Caſtle and Garriſon of Char- 
{mont. and becauſe the ſaid place hath been hererofore Famous for enduring a Siege 
offome Weeks agajnit Oliver Cromwelb; whoſe Fortune oyer-run in tew Days many 
places of more ſeeming Importance, it may not be thought amiſs here to give aſmall 
Deſcription of the Natural and Artificial Strength and Scituation of both'the Town 
and Caſtle, as alſo of the Garriſon now in it, how Detended and Provided ; as alſo 
an Account of the Forces Detach'd by our General, in order to Reduce it: The 
Town and Caſtle of Gharlemont was part of the Inheritance of the Lord Cawfeld, 
Baron of Charlemont, and lies ſcituate in the County of Ardmagh, within Five Miles 
bf Ardmgeb; from Dublin it lics Notweſt, and is about Sixty Seven Miles diſtance 
om the ſame, and from Dundalk where the Englh/hlay Encamp'd, fomewhar above 
Thirty Miles, the Caſtle is ſcituate on a fteep Hill; and on one fide, near the foot of 
heſame, lies a Lough, call'd the Black H ater, ithad formerly fome Advantages 
vt Art which King Charles the Second thought worthy to be Improv'd,. and having 
ficſt bought off the Entail of the Houſe and Land from the late Lord Charlemont, gave 
Commandment to Mr, Rob:nſon his Surveyor-General of that Kingdom, to raiſe 
me Additional Fortifications,. who accordingly tais'd leyeral Baſtions, and a Demi- 
June, or Half-Moon, abour it; and ſurrounded it with a double Trench, each of 
which is One and Twenty Foot broad, and Paliſado'd, beſides ſeveral Pieces of 
Cannon well mounted; ſothat it is look'd upon as one of the moſt Regular Works in 
Ireland : The Lord Ty come upon the ſenſe ot his miſtake in diſmantling Derry, 
ind{eyeral other Garriſons inthe North, about the beginning of ourlate happy Revo- 
utions,took ſpeedy Care to Plant a ſufficient Guard thercin,and preſently ſent 4 Com- 
panies of Foot, and Twoot Horſe, under the Command of Major Teague O Kezan, 
Storing it pretty'well with Ammunition and Proviſion. His Grace the Duke of 
Schormbergupon his Advance to Dundalk, being inform'd how uneaſie a Neighbour 
that Garriſon might probably prove to the adjacent Country, as alſo being unwilling 
to leave the leaſt appearance of an- Enemy behind his Back, thought fir to Detach 
three Regiments, V;z- under the Commatid of Lieutenant-General Dowglas's. Col- 
lonel Haſtings, and Collonel Hamilton's,who by Letters of OfZober the 24th are ſaid 
tohave Actually Beſigedit ; and conſidering they are wholly deſtitute of the leaſt 
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hopes of Relief, and that we have the advantage ot Bombs and Granado's, which 
Cromwellvery much wanted, we may modeſtly hope in a ſhiort time to havea very 
pood Account of the Place. . The Town itſelf is of ſmall Importance, having ſcarce 
[Twenty Houſes init;. the Caſtle is of the Old Faſhon'd Buildings, with large wide 
Windows, and of little Strength; and but for rhe Old Fortifications, which have ' 
ſince been well Improy'd, was Famous for little but the Noble and Antient Family to
